1880-81, and in June o f that'year by 
competitive examination, entered the 
United States Military Academy at 
West Point, N. Y„ from which he was 
graduated in 1885.

BERKELEY—The Maya tribes of 
Mexico, ancestors of the Aztecs, pro­ 
bably had the oldest civilization in the 
world and evolved the first system 
of mathematics, according to Profes­ 
sor A. L. Kroebar, of the UftNersity 
of CaMfovniu department of anthro 
po1ot7, who has just returned from 
making excavations in Yucatan. 
Professor Kroeber said the Maya 
civilization dated back at leaiv 2,089 
years ie*ov* the timo mathematical 
calcula* ion as used now was first es 
tablished in Indie it. the fifth con‘.ur> 
Some scientist» estimate, he added, 
that the Mayas flourished as fur oaik 
at 5,000 years h f . re the fifth cea- 
tury 
‘As the Greeks preceded the Ro­ 
mans with a high standard of civiliza­ 
tion, so the Mayas preceded the Aatecs 
in Mexico,” he continued. “Buried pot­ 
tery and ruins of cities recently dis­ 
covered show a high state of civiliza­ 
tion, between 200 and 600 A. D., by a 
race known as the Mayas which was 
copied later by the Aztecs. 
“The Mayas in Yucatan achieved 
higher things in art and literature as 
well as in science. They were the in­ 
ventors. 
The Toltecs immediately 
preceded the Aztecs and doubtless 
gave them the benefits of Maya civili­ 
zation. 
About the year 600 A. D., 
when the decline of the Mayas began, 
started a periocrabout which little is 
known, but it may be assumed that 
the culture of the Mayas was carriet 
to the north from Yucatan into the 
high plateau country where Mexico 
City stands.

The Aztecs record Covers about tyro 
centuries prior to the Spanish con 
quest. The Aztecs ruled their captive 
tribes with a high hand, taking from 
them the tribute which enabled them 
to build their cities.’

This year his crops 
have been ruined.

ing for a little relief from the gov. 
ernm ent perhaps a job on a dyke fl- 
nanead by the flood relief surtax#». 
But the taxes go for the war. and^th» 
farm er, when he is least able to do so. 
is asked to support it as never be- 
fore. 
The w arlord’s first move was a gen­ 
tle one. 
He proposed to buy crops, 
but for these he set his own figure 
which was about half the market price. 
As the crops cajtne in slowly at this 
figure each county was asked torough 
its officials to produce 
a 
certain 
amount. 
M ilitary pressure on the of­ 
ficial, offiehC pressure on the farm er 
and the trick was done. 
The warlord needed carts, thousands 
of them. There were munitions to be 
hauled many miles over trainless coun­ 
try.. He turned to the farm er, A tel­ 
egram to the civil official and the of­ 
ficial assessed the county according 
to its population, anywhere from 100 
to 800 carts. 
The county m agistrate 
in turn assessed each village, accord­ 
ing to size, one to six carts. 
But the carts were to have animals 
and the aniimals drivers. Til this was 
in the m ilitary order, but no half price 
nor half wage was offered here. 
The 
carts, animals and carters were to be 
produced in any way that would not 
cause expense to the warlords. 
So 
each village held a meeting to decide 
how to meet the demands. A favorite 
method with the village elders was to 
offer a given sum for volunteers. The 
actual sum paid in some villages is 
known to have been $200 to induce a 
“volunteer” to go to the front with a 
cart and two animals» and it was clear 
ly understood that if cart, animals or 
driver failed to return the village as­ 
sumed no responsibility. The cost to 
each village of its cart outfits is usu­ 
ally shared proportionately by 
the 
villagers on the absis of acreage own­ 
ed. 
But the warlord still is in need. He 
wants servants at the front to carry 
his am m unition and other equipment, 
to cook his food and to load and un­ 
load trains, to bury the dead and to 
perfofm other menial labors. 
The 
number of coolies demanded 
was 
about equal to the number of carters. 
To the credit of the m ilitarists it is 
said that counties badly hit by the 
floods have been partially exempted, 
but the total number of carts demand­ 
ed from the province of Chihli, with 
its 128 counties, was approximately 
25,000. 
In addition it is reported that a 
contribution of $10,000,000 in Üird 
silver dollars has been demanded of 
Chihli province.

In the eastern part of the United 
States, this rate will be greater, 
as 
the shadow w ill have the benefit of 
the earth’s most rapid ^rotation in 
miles, owing to the shorter circumfer­ 
ence encountered nearer the earth’s 
aorthem axis. 


Another phase of the eclipse will be 
the possible revival of the weather in­ 
surance feature. 
Scientific bodies are 
put to much expense in sending out 
parties, and with unfavorable weath­ 
er, tbeir work goes for naught. 
Scientists will conduct further tests 
of the Einstein theory, and will also 
observe the solar corona and make 
spectoroscopiic observations, if 
the 
weather is dear. It has been suggest­ 
ed that efforts 
be made to experi­ 
ment with radio signals to ascertain if 
they increase markedly 
while 
the 
eclipse is in progress, and 
decrease 
sharply near its conclusion.

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VLADIKAVKAZ—Soviet engineers 
have begun Important reconstruction 
work on the great Georgian military 
highway which funs from Vladtkav- 
kntTfo Tiflis and connects Russia with 
♦ he Caucasikn states. 
Begun 
more 
than 100 years ago by czarist engi­ 
neers, the road, which runs for a dis­ 
tance of L5Ó miles through the steep 
CaueasUan Mountains is now in a had 
state of repair and will require mil­ 
lions of dollars for its reconstruction. 
As an engineering achievement, the 
highway probably exceeds any similar 
project in Europe. It took 30 years to 
rtB idlt and it cost $35,000,000. It has 
fipnred conspicuously in all the wars 
in Russia throughoutrthe last century 
Throughout Its entire course, the tra­ 
veler finds and unending panorama of 
superb mountain 
scenery, 
gorges, 
rivers, lakes, glaciers, ravines, wa 
terfalls ancient fortresses and castles. 
There are 
several 
huge 
glacier 
fields close to the highway which from 
time to time cause dangerous land­ 
slides, frequently resulting in the loss 
of life. 
Recently a prominent Rus­ 
sian engineer was caught in one 
these avalanches and swept to death. 
His body was never recovered. Soviet 
contractors are now placing many of 
the gigantic wooden, steel and con 
crete walls and barriers which protect 
the road from snowslides but which 
have become rotted from years of use. 


WASHINGTON SCHOOLS FACE 
WEALTH FOR YEARS TO COME

TACOMA— A great fund, ultim ate­ 
ly to amount to $100,000,000, is being 
built up for the schools of the state 
of Washington. 
It is called ‘the per­ 
manent school fund” and is protected 
by law so that it can never be touch­ 
ed; the interest alone will be used: 
to help mamtaiin the schools. 
The fund now amounts to more] 
than F-3,000,000 and is invested in 
bonds. The money has come from the 
sale of school lands of the state, and 
only slightly more than one fourth of 
the lands have been transferred. These 
lands, some of them covered with 
timber as good as can be found In the 
nation, are coutinuully risiing in value 
Clark V. Savidge state commissioner 
of public lands, estim ates that the 
school endowment wll exceed $100,- 
000,000 when all the lands have been 
sold. 
The state has reserved all mineral, 
ga^ and oil rights that may be in­ 
volved and this is expected to be a 
source of huge revenue to the schools 
of the future.
